— Unable to, 
put over a 60 per cent wage cut on 
75,000 coal miners in Illinois, Ohio, 
West Virginia and sections of Ohio 
and Indiana the U. M. W. A. officials 
and the coal operators have entered 
into an agreement merely to stop 
work for a 30-day period and to act 
to prevent the miners from conduct- 
ing a militant strike. ‘The purpose 
of the “silent truce” is to wear down 
the men and then to permit the coal 
operators to make their drastic cut 


»ahead with the idea of hiring scabs, 
and the UMWA officials do nothing 
about it, keeping the men from 
picketing. 

The Associated Press states: In 
Illinois and Indiana the shutdown 
was neither a strike nor a shutout. 
There was no agreement to continue 
operations.”

November 28, 1918, exactly 17 days after 
the armistice was signed, the 310th infantry 
regiment, then stationed in France, was told to 
pack up. The officers informed the men they 
were going home and at once there was great 
jubilation among the ranks. 

The soldiers busied themselves putting their 
gear in order, cleaning their mess kits and 
straightening out their packs. Everybody wash- 
ed and shaved and went cootie hunting. Every- 
body was happy. For they were going home, 
back to America. 

A little corporal in Company C was talking 
% a group in the corner of the barracks. 

No more war for me,” he said, as he sw- 
ung his feet over the edge of the bunk and 
stood up. “I’ve been in it from the beginning. 
‘Enlisted in the Jewish Legion of the Canadian 
Army to protect Palestine, transferred into 
the American army with the rest of the Yanks 
in 1917. Believe me, four and a half years of 
hell and murder is more than enough for 
me. I'll never fight another war.” 

The rookies listened to the corporal with an 
air of approbation. For the corporal was an 
old timer, and the new recruits and draftees 
always stood in awe when veterans of many 
battles spoke. These veterans were wells of 
wisdom for the new soldiers. 

And there were many old timers in the 310th. 
The regiment was composed of 4,500 men and 
officers and most o them were American Jews 
who fought with the Canadian Jewish Legion 
and were later transferred to the U. S. forces. 
‘They fought on the Marne, at St. Mihiel and 
wove their way through the Argonne Forest un- 
der shrieking avalanches of steel and over dead 
and wounded bodies with arms and legs and 
heads torn off. 

Yes, they all had enough of the war and were 
Had they were going home.

ä A Barrage of Leaflets 

» After 35 minutes marching aeroplanes were 
sighted high up in the clear sky. There were 
about four or five planes circling above the 
marching troops. The officers, acting on in- 
formation given them by a white guard officer 
accompanying them, shouted to the soldiers that 
enemy planes were overhead. Orders were given 
to mount all guns. 

The line of march was broken. Soldiers scat- 
tered along the road, some looking for cover, 
others preparing to shoot. Terror was in every 
heart, for the men remembered the bombing 
raids in France. 

They waited. But no bombs fell. Not a shot 
was fired from the planes. Hardly a man moved. 
It seemed that they had waited hours. 

Finally thousands of white specks were seen 
floating in the air. The Red aviators were 
bombing the American soldiers with leaflets. 
The 310th Infantry was to learn for the first 
time the truth about the American interven- 
tion into Siberia. 

Naturally the soldiers scrambled for the lea- 
flets as they reached the ground. They were 
printed in English and as the soldiers—began 
read them the officers ordered that they be 
earown away. Most of the men, however, put 
the leaflets in their pockets and read and dis- 
cussed them before they went to sleep in the 
camp that night. 

The leaflet said: 
To the American and British Soldiers: 

Did you ever stop to think why they don’t 
send you home? 

The war is over. Armistice is concluded. 
Peace negotiations are aiready vemg con- 
ducted. Months have already elapsed since the 
great slaughter has stopped. 

Millions of soldiers—French, British, Amer- 
ican, are returning home from the battlefields. 
Millions of prisoners are returning from pri- 
son. This is the time of joy and happiness 
for thousands of humble homes—the boys are 
soming back! Hundreds of ships are carry- 
ing American boys in khaki from the Western 
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9,000. The attack, however, never developed. 
The 310th U. S. Infantry refused to fight. Not 
one shot was fired by the 310th at their Russian 
brothers. The 310th mutinied lin face of the 
workers’ revolution. 

This was a very serious military offense. But 
Mr. Woodrow Wilson and General Graves (who 
conveniently overlooked the mutiny in his book 
on Siberia) could not shoot the whole regiment. 
They placed the regiment under open arrest, 
however, but the soldiers kept their arms. 

The 310th Infantry was recalled at once. They 
arrived at the Hoboken docks February 14, 1920, 
and were transferred to the detention camp at 
Tenafly, N. J. 

Mr. Wilson and his banker friends thought 
it would be a good policy to put the soft peddle 
on the mutiny. It would be dangerous, they 
thought, to deal harshly with these 4,500 soldiers 
even though they had committed one of the 
highest military offenses against the capitalist 
system. So they discharged the soldiers and 
quietly gave them $2 a day extra pay for each 
day they spent.in Siberia. The news was kept 
out of the press and the soldiers went home. 

Although the soldiers at the time did not un- 
derstand the political significance of their ac- 
tion in Siberia, the mutiny of the 310th Infan- 
try will go dewn in history as an important

Today the United States stands 
ready to plunge into war with the 
greatest, most effic.ent war machine 
the world has ever known.

account of formal obligations, and | 


not under any stimulus from out- 
side. From the very first days of its 
existence it condemned war as an 
instrument of national policy, by 
deeds as well as by words, it de- 
clared against all indemnities and 
territorial annexations and the op- 
ression of any nation by any other, 
and proclaimed the principal of na- 
tional self-determination. Ever 
since it has in its own policy pur- 
sued with strict consistency the lins 
of the peaceful and loyal co-oper- 
ation with other states. Once war 


is excluded as an instrument of na- 


tional policy the Soviet Government 
sees no need for maintaing armies 
and other armed forces and, on its 
first appearance at an international 
conference—at Geneva ten years ago 
—it proposed total general disar- 
mament as the only way of putting 
an end to war. It renewed this 
proposal as soon as it was invited 
to take part in the work of the Pre- 
paratory Commission for Disarma- 
ment. In making this proposal my 
government took into consderation 
the demands and claims of the 
peoples throughout the world as well 
as the spirit of its own people. 

Who is so optimistic as to assure 
us confidently that the events in 
the Far East are not the beginning 
of a new war, which in extent, scope 
and—thanks to the latest technical 
inventions—horror, may eclipse the 
sinister fame of the last war? Con- 
tinents are no longer economically 
and politically isolated. There are 
countries belonging to more than 
one continent. There are not many 
neighbors in Europe without serious 
territorial accounts to settle. The 
extent of disputed frontiers is great- 
er now than it was before the war. 
Can we be sure that these differ- 
ences will not be thrown into the 
melting pot, if a single one of the 
European states

As part of our anti-war cam- 
paign, both on April 6 itself, and 
during the period of mobilization 
for April 6, our great supply of 
anti-war literature must reach 
these workers. The Party has for 
distribution thirteen different pam- 
phiets dealing with war and imper- 
jalism alone, and besides that, has 
35 different pamphlets, both agita- 
tional and propaganda pamphlets, 
on the Soviet Union. Besides that, 
there are our unemployment pam- 
phlets and Scottsboro and other de- 
fense and terror pamphlets, all of 
which can be used in the mobiliza- 
tion against the imperialist war 

But this literature does not reach 
the broad masses of workers who 
want to know why the imperialist 
war is upon us, and what they can 
do against it. This is because the 
Party has not yet learned efficient 
methods of literature distribution, 
so that there is no free flow even 
of our most popular and easily read 
pamphlets from the Party to the 
broad masses of workers. 


Our literature must get first of 
all into the hands of shop workers. 


Not only must our unit members 


get the habit of carrying our liter- 
ature into the shops and selling it 


Ito shop-mates, not only must we 


mobilize our sympathizers to do the 
same, but literature must be sold 
systematically and stubbornly at 
the factory gates. 

In every campaign the whole ter- 
ritory of each section should be sys- 
tematically canvassed, house to 
house, in mobilization and in sale of 


the campaign literature. 

The neglect of literature by 
speakers at mass meetings must be 
overcome, but this also requires 
that the literature which the 
ppeaker refers to is actually on 
Land. 

Demonstrations and open air 
meetings must see an. intensive sale 
of our literature. Unemploymen 
does not stop literature sales. The 
workers are suffering and want to 
know why, and they are willing to 
invest pennies that should go for 
food, in order to find out what is 
wrong and how to set it right. 

Get our literature to the work- 
ers! Uhe this literature not only 
to educate the workers, but also to 
mobilize them for struggie. Get 
the workers to read.
